CANNERS  DISAGREE

———

All Wanted to Talk at the Same
Time.

SEINERS HAVE A BROAD GRIN

Contest on New Legislation Is Likely
to Result in Some Close Lobbly-
ing in the Third Houss of
the State,

The cannery men met yesterday aft-
ernoon In solemn conclave, but when
the first voice foated (ts mellitous
tomres across the gathering of salmon
murderers, they arose almost as one
body, and the flow of language there-
after was unprecedented In the annals
of Oregon conventions

Measures® Enough were provided to
keep the fsh, even, dodglng for two
yeurs, and the lack of unanimity was
analogous to the famous contest of the
Kllkenny cats The organization
setmed to be suspicious of Mself. They
did not go to the lengtha of putting
thelr watches In thelr trousers’ pockets
but several turned up thelr noses at
each other, and a man with a snap-
shot camera could have got some ple-
tures of astute and wealthy salmon
speculators with thelr tongues in a
position that conld only be rivalled by
the appearance of a disappolnted de-
butante at a “"coming out* ball,

The Impression prevalled, after the
smoke settled down, that a oconcerted
aoctlon on the part of the canners s
next to impoasible, uniess It shall be
established that a line of laws not yet
provided be lald down for the guidance
of those whose views differ from the
plans of the fish warden, and of those
mainly In charge of the canning busi-
ness on the river.

No conclusion was reached, except
an agreement to extend the seanon five
days.

Another meeting of the canners, a
capcus first being held, will be called
for another date, and more unanimity
is expected then to rule.

In contrast to this, however, is the
meeting that will be held Tuesday by
the seiners and trappers, The pro-
ceedings of this meeting are outlined
jon the wall, and the recommendations
jto the legislature that will result are
Ito have the solld backing of each and
all of the men Interested. At this con-
clave will be the trappers and seiners
of the Washington as well as of the
Oregon side, and thelr recommenda-
tions, it s understood, will be solld as
of a body, the varlous Interests belng
reconclled In the common Interest.

Further developments In the at-
tempts at legislation which will be
‘made are walched with interest by
both parties to the contention,
